Our staff called the number on the box. It belongs to LADWP. 

We are not aware of LADWP policies regarding decorative displays on their boxes. You may want to inquire with 
Department of Water and Power. 


The voltage may be an issue. DOT requires that no pressure washing can be done to avoid damaging the contents 
(a process used by Public Works to remove marks from anti-graffiti coatings on murals) . For your information, 
attached is DOT'S policy.
